Please replace the abstract with the following amended paragraph: 

When a document generated from an application ( e .g., a Microsoft® Pow e rPoint® 
application, a Microsoft® Word® application or a Microsoft® Exc e l® application) is printed, 
each page of the document is treated as a separate image (i. e ., a bit map output by th e 
application) ._Then, one or more templates are generated for a document, with each template 
containing common elements for a set of images in the document. Th e s e t of imag e s may 
includ e a portion or all of the imag e s in th e docum e nt. For each set of images, sets of changes 
are identified. Each s e t of chang e s may id e ntify diff e r e nc e s b e tw ee n th e imag e and th e t e mplat e . 
Alt e rnativ e ly, e ach s e t of chang e s may id e ntify diff e r e nc e s b e tw ee n th e imag e and anoth e r 
imagerThe templates and corresponding sets of changes to each image in a set of images may be 
reduced from one color space ( e .g., a 24 bit color spac e in which e ach pix e l is r e pr e s e nt e d by 24 
bits) to another color space ( e .g., an 8 bit color spac e in which e ach pix e l is r e pr e s e nt e d by 8 
bits). The reduced templates and corresponding sets of changes are then compressed and 
formatted into a native file transfer format understood by a mobile computing tool , for transfer to 
a mobile computing tool, where the data is decompressed and images are rebuilt from the 
templates and corresponding sets of changes . Th e compr e ssed and formatted data is r e f e rr e d to 
h e r e in as a "mobile pr e s e ntation." Mobile pr e s e ntations may b e app e nd e d tog e th e r to form on e 
docum e nt. 

Th e mobil e pr e s e ntation may b e transf e rr e d to the mobil e computing tool, wh e r e the data 
is d e compr e ssed and imag e s ar e r e built from th e t e mplat e s and corr e sponding sets of chang e s. 
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
